KRUMINS, the giant, did not utter a word, he remained all the 
time silent. I managed justuto talk with MUIZNIEKS for a while. 
The whole group was on the wtey to the bus which had to bring 
them to the place where they had basketball training. I learned 
from MUIZNIEKS, that he lives in Riga. He is 26 years* old. 
Unmarried. Served his military term in Riga, too. Now he lfc 
studying at the Technical College in Riga, makes his first/- ;• 
year.

We had this whole 
conversation on the way to the bus. I spoke with him alone, no

the future. He is too much in the centre of common interest, 
people are always photographing him..
